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JAPANESE 
FINANCES. 





Tae new Japanese Ministry has 
lost little time in grappling’ with 
the most serious of the many prob- 
lems with which it found itself 
confronted on assuming office. As 
soon us diplomatic exigencies 
would permit, Count Komara 
quitted his post in London to take 
up the portfolio of Foreign Affairs 
in Tokio, and it was at the first 
Cabinet meeting held alter his 
return that the Government's 
financial policy was ;ratified. Ac- 
cording to the decision of August 
28, which, it is understood, has 
received the sanction of the 
Throne, drastic measures are to be 
adopted to pluce the country’s 
finances on sounder footing than 
that on which the post-bellum 
policy of unchecked expansion has 
left them. Already the budget, 
which hud not been uccepted with- 
ont ‘misgivings in many quarters, 
had seemed to represent the limit, 
in the reduction of national ex- 
penditure, and the contemplation 
of farther retrenchment was cer- 
tain to he the signal for renewed 
opposition on the part of the more 
militant section of the Emperor's 
advisers. But a solution of the 
dilemmahas been found in retaining 
the programme of public works 
passed by the Diet, while dis- 
tributing it over eleven years 
instead of the six _years| 
provided for by the Saionji Cabi- 
net. In the current year this 
postponement of public works will 
entail a saving of expenditure 
amounting to Y 60,000,000, while 
by the end of the financial year 
1919-20 the total amount to be 
saved is estimated at Y.200,000,000. 
The details of the scheme have not, 


yet been made public, but it is 
known that more than half of the 
curtailment of expenditure is to he 
borne by the army and navy. 
Meanwhile the fiat has gone forih 
for the most rigid economy in all 
administrative departments ; for, 
although it is not expected that 
the annual expenditure will be 
lessened to any considerable extent 
by such means, it is felt that the 
example set will’ not ba lost upon 
the nation at large. It is charac- 
teristic of the Japanese that when 
a situation has to he faced it should 
be met fully and with determina- 
tion. In the present instance there 
is to be no attempt to disguise the 
seriousness of the financial position, 
and the efforts of the new Ministry 
to yrapple with the problem will 
be followed with interest und sym- 
pathy. 

Tapanese finances have saffered 
not only from a tendency to ex- 
travagance caused by the sudden 
demands of empire, but also from 
the makeshift policy that has 
characterized the nation’s attempts 
to balance revenue and expenditure. 
In spite of the express understand- 
ing that the taxes imposed daring 
the war were to be remitted at the 
end of the year following the 
conclusion of peace, the Japanese 
Government found itself compelled 
Hoth to maintain the burden of 
taxation and to devise additional 
methods of raising revenue. When 
foreign markets showed relactance 
to provide further advances, fresh 
efforts were made to enconrage 
domestic loans; but the system of, 
redeeming public bonds in the 
open market proved so unpalatable 
to the nation at large that not only 
were the prospects of home loans 
affected, but political dissatisfaction 
became formidable enough to 
prompt » hasty reversion to less 
questionable methods of meeting 
the Government’s obligations. But 
the new (‘abinet has realized that) 
Japan’s borrowing power has for! 
the present been strained to a 
point beyond which it is not ad- 
visable to go. A decision has, 








therefore, been taken to raise no 
loans daring the next eleven years,

with the exception of the Railway 
Loan und the Formosan Public 
Works Loan, and to make ordinary 
revenue the standard of tho 
nation’s expenditare. Further, in 
view of the goneral economic 
situation, estimates are to be framed 
ona more conservative basis, to 
the elimination even of such cor 
venient margins as may be suppli 
by “normal increase of revenu 
At the same time the debt reduction 
fund, which of recent years has 
had little real existence owing to 
the custom of borrowing annually 
for “extraordinary expenditure,” 
is to be resuscitated from a nominal 
Y. 37,000,000 to an actual 
Y. 50,000,000 a year. Only by sach 
means can the expressed intention 
of redeeming within thirty years the 
public lonns issued in connexion 
with the war be carried into effect. 
To no particular has the necessity 
for retrenchment entailed a mora 
serious disappointment to the nation 
at large than in the postponement 
of the Tokio Exhibition of 1912. 
Neither the curtailment of the 
naval and military programmes 
nor the postponement of important 
harbour works was calculated to 
touch the people's amour propre so 
acutely as this personal admission 
of financial embarrassment. To 
have played the world’s host und 
to have demonstrated in the most 
fattraative manner possible hor 
aptitude for the arts of pence as 
well as her skill in the science of | 
war naturally appealed — with 
irresistible force to Japan at thf’ 
stage of her history. Consequont- 
ly it will evoke little surprise to 
learn that no decision taken at the 
recent meeting of the Cabinet has 
met with such stoat opposition as 
the determination to postpone the * 
Exhibition until 1917, the jubilee 
of the Emperor's accession. The 
cancellation of all existing arrange- 
ments, however, would seem to be 
final, and while general sympathy 
will be felt with the people, the 
consensus of opinion will approve 
of the,Goverment’s action. In the 
evont of the present depression in 
trade lasting for three yeurs. more, 
there could be no more melancholy 
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sight thar the spectacle of Japan in 
the réle of host intent only on con- 
verting her hospitablity into a means 
of procuring ready money from her 

. The spontaneity without 
which no such enterprise could 
prove successful would be entirely 
wanting, and the Exhibition would 
fail inevitably in its purpose. No 
misunderstanding can exist regard- 
ing the postponement. In 1917 
foreign Governments will be no 
less ready to take their part in the 
undertaking than they are to-day ; 
while if the interval should have 
enabled Japan under a conscien- 
tious and shrewd Ministry to remove 
some of the disabilities from which 
her commercial and industrial 
activity suffers, the co-operation of 
other countries will be the more 
effective as it will be the more 
whole-hearted.

SHOOTING AFFRAY.

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PATENTS AND 
DESIGNS. 


August 31. 


Wrre the full entry into opera- 
tion of the Patents and Designs 
Act of 1907, announced by our 
telegram of Saturday's issue, 
British trade, -no less than the 
freedom of British invention, under- 
goes one of the most important 
reforms that have been known for 
many years. Tho bulk of the Act 
came into force on January 1; but 
certain points of procedure were 
postponed pending the issue of rules 
from the Board of Trade. Now, 
however, the old order is complete- 
ly swept away, for the new Act 
includes the repeal of all Patent 
Acts which were in existence 
down to the end of 1907, and 
therewith British industry finds 
itself set free from certain disabil- 
ities the value of which may be 
computed from the estimate that 
£25,000,000 of German capital is 
to be invested in England for the 
manufacture of articles previously 
made abroad. The obvious in- 
ference to be drawn, that the Act 
is designed against certain unfair 
‘uses to which the older practice had 
been put by foreign manufacturers 
to the detriment of British, has led 
not unnaturally to some humorous 
taunts that a free Trade Govern- 
ment should have lent itself to 
legislation of a purely Protectionist 
nature. Happily a tendency bas 

wn up on both sides of the 

louse to treat Board of Trade! 
proposals as far as possible on 
non-party lines: and — while 
Unionists had almost as much to 
say in approval of Mr. Lloyd 
George's measuro as had Liberals, 
the fow criticisms advanced by the 





Opposition were met in the same 
friendly spirit as that in which 
they were made. The nature of the 
evil to be overcome finds some 
expression in the common belief | 
that invention is the most ex- 
pensive form of speculation. ‘Theor- 
tically the patent laws of Great 
Britain were made for the pro- 
tection and encouragement of 
native talent and industry. In 
actual practice they have produced 
exactly the contrary result, to the 
extent, indeed, if we may believe 
Mr. Lioyd George, of the destrac- 
tion of many British industries. 
More than this, an appeal to the 
law-courts might be attended by so 
much expense, that few manufac- 
turers, very few inventors, would 
care to risk an action in which an 
extremely doubtfal victory would 
be scarcely less rainous than 
defeat. 








Setting aside those portions of 
the Act which, as being framed to 
facilitate the operation of patenting 
an invention and to lessen its cost, 
are chiefly technical in character, 
the reformations aimed at by Mr. 
Lloyd George fall broadly into 
three divisions. Hitherto it has 
not been required by British law 
that a patent must actually be 
worked in the United Kingdom in 
order to retain its efficiency. In 
no other country is such liberty 
enjoyed, German practice demand- 
ing that the thing patented must 
be manufactured in Germany with- 
in three years of the issue of the 


which accompanied the sale of each 
machine, not merely exposed the 
purchaser to the risk of having to 
work, within a few years, with 
obsolete machinery, but gave to 
the patentee a practical monopoly, 
which was to last for six years 
longer than the period of royalties 
provided by his patent. 

‘The barriers now raised against 
the abuses we have briefly outlined 
are so simple that, but for the 
extreme intricacy of Patent Law, 
it must appear surprising that the 
have never been contrived before. 
Honceforward any person may 
apply to the Comptroller (who 





patent ; French practice fixing the 
period at two; while the United 
States, though not provided with 
any specific ruling on the point, is 
sufficiently protected by her enor- 
mous tariff. The unfairness of the 
British law is shown by its ability 
to be used not to encourage, but 
to block native industry. Of 14,700 
patents granted in the year 1906, 
6,500 were taken out by foreigners, 
with, in a large number of cases, 
the express intention of preventing: 
certain industries from being pur- 
sued inthe United Kingdom. This 
grievance was aggravated by the 
custom adopted by German man- 
factarers (particularly in the region 
of chemical products) of conjoining 
with one bond side patent a number 
of subsidiary” patents, sometimes 
referring to inventions which were 
as yet ‘argely imaginative and in 
all ‘cases intentionally vague and 
obscure. When a British chemist 
appeared in the field with a new 
discovery he was almost certain to 
be checkmated by one or other of 
these really fictitious patents. He 
would be pursued, if nec , by 
the interested foreign syndicate 
from the Court of first instance to 
the Appeal Court ; thence to the 
House of Lords; and even if 
successful in all three, he would 
probably be ruined and his invon- 
tion with him. The third great] 
abuse which had crept iu under 
old laws lay in the conditions of 
employment attached by patentees 
to their inventions ; under which a 
manufactarer bound himself to 
adopt no other form of machinery 
for twenty years from the 
date at which he had installed a 
particular kind of plant. To take 
an illustration from the boot and 
shoe industry as one that has 
conspicuously suffered from this 
oppression. At the time when 
‘American patents for turning out 
boots and shoes by machinery were 
first coming into the market, 
British manufacturers were driven, 
as a choice between life and death, 
to adopt the invention. The con 
dition of twenty years’ exclusive use 


thus for the first time receives 
judicial powers) for revocation of a 
patent which is not under four 
years old, on the ground that the 
patented article or process is manu- 
factured or carried on exclusively 
or mainly (the italics are ours) 
outside the United Kingdom. It is 
for protection against this clause that 
Germans and Americans are open- 
ing new factories in England, with, 
may be hoped, beneficial possi- 
bilities for native labour. Ih the 
second place the Registrar may, at 
discretion, require samples of an; 
new invention to be deposited with ° 
him ; in order to defeat the practice 
of taking out fictitious, or, it might 
better be said, prophetic patents. 
Thirdly, all contracts binding par- 
chasers to the exclusive use of one 
patent may be declared null and 
void (within certain limitations) on 
three months’ notice of termination ; 
and this provision is to be retro 
spective in action, so that no manu- 
factarer bound by the old practice 
may saffer in comparison with yet 
unfettered rivals. As a last and 
very grateful relief, it is enacted 
that the Comptroller of Patents 
will henceforward decide cases that 
were previously dealt with by the 





High Court, while the latter 
will decide those which used 
to be taken by the Privy 


Council ; a change which, if it 
add to the Comptroller's labours, 
will much lighten and cheapen 
those of the patentee litigant. In 
general the Act appears to be 
chiefly remarkable for its simplicity 
coupled with elasticity, two features 
which should protect it from the 
common “ coach and four” treat- 
ment that defeats so much good 
intention on the part of legislators. 
The accusation that the Act is, in 
reality, a Protectionist measure 
appears to be met by the answer 
that it imposes no penalizing import 
duty, but merely secures to the 
country some recom| for its 
grant ‘of patent rights. In any 
case-+he charge would not appear to 
have occasioned much misgiving to 
Free Traders in Parliament, and 
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may, therefore, be disregarded. 
It is, perhaps, a pity that Mr. 
Lloyd George was removed to the 
higher spheres of the Exchequer, 
before turning his attention to the 
parallel iniquities of copyright; 
whereby a British publisher is 
compelled to set up, print and 
bind his book in the United States 
if he would preserve it from open 
theft: while the American, ¢” 
revanche, necd but observe the 
ordinary rales of Stationers’ Hall. 


ESPIONAGE 


IN GREAT BRITAI 
September 1. 

Ir is difficult to know whether to 
be more amused or annoyed at the 
unexpected appearance of a German 
torpedo-boat in the Tyne during 
the British naval manouvres. This 
year the operations of the Fleet 
ave been carried ont upon an 
unparalleled scale, and the Ad- 
miralty has made such strict efforts 
to maintain secrecy that the arrival 
of a foreign vessel on the scene of 
a mithic battle must have been a 
quite unforeseen contingency. On 
the whole we may be inclined to 
“regard the incident as a slight 
excess of zeal on the part of the 
German commander, for it is 
difficult to believe that he could 
have been in entire ignorance that 
operations were in progress in the 
neighbourhood. Jt is equally in- 
credible that such a yar pas should 
have been committed under instrac- 
tions from the Admiralty of a 
friendly Power. At the same time, 
it mast be confessed that the episode 
has taken place at an unfortuna’ 
juncture. The “ dog days,” of this 
year have been enlivened My many 
thrilling descriptions of German 
espionage in the columns of the less 
responsible British Press, and this 
visit, coming as it does within a few 
weeks of the mysterious appearance 
of his Majesty the Emperor 
William himself in Aalheck Bay, 
where the Channel Flect was then 
at anchor, will enable sensation- 
mongers to argue that Germany ix 
taking more than a friendly interest 
in our forces afloat, as well as ashore. 
Most of the instances of alleged 
espionage to which we have alluded 
are of so crude a nature that it is im- 
possible to believe that they are the 
work of accredited representatives 
of the German Intelligence Depart- 
ment, or the epithet must surely 
be used in a humorous sense. But 
the word “spy” has unpleasant 
associations, and the mere mention 
of it has been sufficient to flood the 
newspapers with angry remon- 
strances against the laxity of the 
Government in regard to foreigners 




















who are supposed to be too in- 
quisitive in our private affairs. From 
all parts of the country it is reported 
that mysterious visitors, supposed 
to be Germans, have been making 
investigations concerning the sup- 
plies of fodder in the neighbour- 
hood, and have even been surveying 
secluded bays and inlets on the 
East Coast. It does not seem to 
have occurred to those who cirenlate 
these terrible tales, that there is 
anything undignified (not to say 
absurd) in their undisguised alarms 
that Great Britain may 
with the ease which they apparently 
apprehend. Either we are to 
suppose that Germany is plotting 
to attack us treacherously in full 
time of peace ; or that the British 
Fleet is incapable of re: ue a foe 
of less than half its own size, 
Neither alternative can he thought 
very acceptable. But even if, 
some of these stories are trae 
there is no great need for alarm. 
Everyone knows that each great 
Power maintains a secret service, 
charged with the duty of collecting 
information in other countries 
which may be of use in the event 
of war, and so long ux the Home 
Government takes precautions to 
prevent the emissaries of foreign 
countries from acquiring informa- 
tion which should not be allowed 
to find its way into the pigeon- 
holes of continental intelligence 
departments, there is nothing tw 
warrant a public outery. Mr. 
Asquith and Mr. Haldane, when 
questioned in the House, affected 
to regard the recent disclosures ax 
nportant, and recent reports 
indicate that inquiries have been 
made on behalf of the Government 
those districts where there 
pose that foreign spies 
are too active —Expionaye cannot 
be provented altogether, und our 
own Government would be failing 
in ite daty if it overlooked the 
necessity of obtaining reliable 
information reyarding the forces 
and fortifications of other nations. 
Germany owed her success in the 
war of 1870-71 lar, 
und complete infor 
ing the country traversed by her 
‘mies; Japan, in the same way, 
was greatly beholden to her 
intelligence department for her 
snecesses in Manchuria. But 
although greater liberty ix ullowed 
to foreign tourists in Great Britain 
than in other countries, there is no 
reason to suppose that information 
of value is more easy to procure in 
England than elsewhere. 
Unfortunately for cool thinking 
in this and other matters concern- 
ing the two countries, the recent 
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developments of _ international 
politics have Jed Great Britain 
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and Germany to regard each other 
in the light of rivals, if not antag- 
onists, in the near future: and 
incidents which in the case of 
another Power would pass wholly 
unremarked are distorted beyond 
all semblance of their true value. 
Signs have not been wanting 
recently that the two nations are 
endeavouring to come to a better 
understanding, but there is stil! an 
undercurrent of saspicion and 
mistrust, which a few tactless ex- 
pressions on the part of the rulers 
or Press of either country would 
be sufficient to bring to the surface 
again. King Edward, who bax 
achieved xo much in the interest= 
of European peace, has studiously 
avoided any public utterance that 
might lead to estrangement between 
Great Britain and the other 
Powers, but his younger and more 
impetuous nephew has been. 
credited with more than one militant 
speech which, if perfectly justified 
in the cirenmstances, has had # 
disquicting effect when * severed 
from its context, occasion and 
audience and published broadcast 
round the zlobe, His latest pro- 
pouncement, reported among our 
telegrams to-day. is no unfair 
example of this habit, when we 
find a pacific introduction merged 
in conelnsions of a decidedly: 
hellicose style. But the recent 
inceting between the two Monarchs, 
and the projected State visit of 
King Edward to Berlin next year, 
are a promise of a better relation- 
ship between Great Britain and 


























Germany in the near fature. In 
the meantime, attempts to foster 
ill-ferling by magnifying such 





incidents as the Emperor's surprise 
visit to Aalbeck, and the unexpected 
appearance of an over-zealons 
German torpedo-boat on the scene 
of the British naval manwavres, 
as well ax the dissemination of 
exaggerated accounts of German 
ionage, are much to be doprecat- 
ed. They can only create ill-foeling, 
while raising what, without under- 
estimating the challenge which 
German has thrown to our 
supremacy at seu, we still believe to 
be quite needless yrounds for alarm.

The 
point is that here are two unmis- 
tukable proofs of a growth of 
emotionalism outwardly ; and only 
too many others of a similar kind 
might be supplied. 

A broad survey of history teaches 
that nations, from the point at 
which they have begun to couulute 
into national form out of a more or 
leas disconnected congeries of tribal 
states, tend to pass through an 
almost invariable routine of general 
charabteristics. First, a period of 
incubation, the nation gradually 
amassing and realizing its strength. 
Secondly, the time of manifestation, 
when the nation approaches what- 
ever heights of achievement it is 
capable of. From this point the 
tendency is towards self-conscious 
ness and hysteria, typical of the 
descent into oblivion, External 
circumstance, the position of other 
nations and geographical con- 
ditions govern the duration 
of each period, even permitting 











the regular sequence of changes. 
But the exceptions would not ap- 
pear strong enough, even as re- 
gards the nations among which 
they are found. to contradict the 
role, In Great Britain's case, the 
period of incubation was unusually 
long, partly because of her insular 
position, partly because of the 


rat | slowness of her component races to

In looking back over the last 
dozen years, the two events which 
seem to stand ont as most clearly 
responsible for subsoquent changes 
in pnblic temperament. are the 
late Queen's Diamond Jubilee and 
the South African war. The| 
Jubilee may be said to have 
brought home to the nation for 
the first time the realization of 
imperial grandeur. The — war, 
following closely on 
a blunt challenge to 
Tt wa: lly severe enough in 
its incidence on individuals (in 
spite of its wearisome length) to 
exercise that purifying offect 
which is the apology of « great 
war. It was more of an affront 
than a tonic, and thus it served 
largely to bring into play, perhaps 
for the first time in such force, the 
mob spirit. Once aroused that spirit 
could find abundant material on 
which to reproduce itself. If in 
some respects the conditions of 
life are harder now than they were 
in our grandfathers’ days, in others 
they are immeasurably easier. No 
one would deny that the general

THE POSITION 
IN TURKEY, 
September 3. 


Now that the wildest of the 
first raptures with which the new 
constitution was hailed in Turkey 
have had time to subside a little, 
it may be worth while to review 
briefly the course of events up to 
date, in order, if possible, to ohtain 
some estimate of what is to come. 
The change has taken place so 
suddenly, and apparently with such 
complete triumph on all points for 
the reform party, that it is still 
difficult to realize what has happen-

areversal of the old order of 
things can he quite stable. For 
the mental pi 
we held of “a pi 
fleeing to the Selamlik through 
empty and closely-guarded streets,” 
we are now bidden to think of 
him as bowing from an open 
carriage to the plaudits of an 
adoring multitude. Mussulmans 
and Christians are fraternizing 
in the common rejoicing, and in 
public embrace each other; Turkish 
journalists hold banquets to 
celebrate their freedom and send 
glowing addresses to his Majesty ; 
and political prisoners by the 
hundred are let out of guol, 
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Tt is true that there are dark 
and rather ominous spots in 
the otherwise triumphant ‘path 
of reformation. In Diarbekir 
reaction appears to have a strong 
hold and to have won over the 
Vali of the district to its side. 
‘The Vali of Hedjaz, supported by 
the Shereef of Morocco, has refused 
to allow the constitution to be 
roclaimed: and though he drew 
Fown on himself swift vengeanco 
from the troops, his stardy resist- 


ance is decidedly significant, 
‘These discouragements, however, 
woigh but little against the 


appointment of a Liberal Ministry 
‘and the clearing out of the (‘ourt 
camarilla: and though we may 
hesitate to believe that the whole 
army of Imperial spies was dis- 
-solved with quite the rapidity which 
has been reported, there seems as 
yet no reason to doubt that a 
Turkish Parliament will meet next 
November in a house built out of 
the Sultan's private purse. 

As evidence that constitution- 
alism may prove to be something 
more than a mere catchword among 
the Turks (who are certainly better 
fitted to receive it than the majority 
of Orientals) it will be remembered 
that the revolution has already 
given rise to material betterment 
in more than one direction. For 


example, large numbers of Court 
official 


sinecures and excessive 
salaries have been abolished 
down : Riza Pasha, the ex- 
of War, has been forced to disgorge 
£200,000 of his former spoils of 
office ; and it is hoped that similar 
recoveries will be made from other 
ex-Ministers, all for the obvious 
relief of the national finances. The 
exact position likely to be tuk 
by Said Pasha, the new Gran.i 
Visier, is stilt doubtful, though he 
is said to be genuinely opposed to 
the former tortuous methodsof Yildiz 
“Kiosk in government.

Crime is said to 
have decreased by 92 per cent 
within the last month: and when 
certain workmen, with mistaken 
notions of the meaning of Constita 
tion, went on strike, they were 
romptly suppressed by the party 
of reform, Phe reverse of the 
picture is defined by the uncertainty 
of the Army’s behaviour. However

Young Turkish propaganda by the 
Imperial Iradé of July 23, it is 
freely admitted that without the 
aid of universal discontent among 
the troops, the civil reformers could 
never have forced the Sultan to 
grant their demands. (nce the 
arrears of back -pay have been 
wiped off and other immediate 
grievances are redressed, the Army 
may bethink itself that the Sultan is 
still the Commander of the Faith- 
ful : and then it will be an interest 
ing problem whether Abdul 
may repeat the cou which con- 
verted him in earlier years from 
constitutional monarch into auto- 
crat. 

Meanwhile it is only natural that 
the course of events in Turkey 
should be watched with the greatest 
interest by foreign Powers. The: 
Macedonian question inevitably 
passes for the moment out of 
international control until it is seen 
what the new régime is likely to 
effect for its settlement. But it 
cannot be forgotten that the im- 
portance of Turkey for Europe has 
ceased to be defined by Macedonia 
alone. The Turk is no longer to 
be despised.

THE 
GAS COMPANY’S. 


ARBITRATION. 
September 4. 
Mr. Justice Bourye’s award 
in the controversy between the 
Shanghai Gas Company and the 
Municipal Council regarding the 


permission given to the Tramway | 


Company to lay rails over the Gas 
Company’s main in the Canton 
Road brings to a conclusion a 
dispute that has already lasted too 
long. Tt was towards the end of 
December 1906 when the Gas Com- 
pany wrote to the Council to protest 
against the grant of a pormit for 
the laying of a tramway track over 
ono of its yus mains, and as the 
ontcome of this communication a 
meeting of the three — parties 
concerned was held a week later. 
Tt was then decided that the Gas 
Company should submit proposals 


.| fora solution of the difficulty, and 


in response to this invitation the 
Company pointed out that at a cost 
of £450 it would be possible to 
remove the main from the south 
to the north side of Canton Road, 
where it would not be interfered 
with by the proposed tramway 
track. At this point the Council 
suddenly decided to repudiate any 





| responsibility or concern in the 


controversy and announced its 
inte: of allowing the Gas Com- 
pany and the Tramway Company 
to fight the matter out between 
themselves, while as if to render 
its alo.fness still moré complete 
it issued the necessary permit to 
the Tramway Company to proceed 
with the laying of the track in the 
Canton Road. Undera clause of 
an agreement between the Gas 
Company and the Council providing 
for the submission of differences 
ofa certain nuture to arbitration 
the former applied to have the 
dispute settled by an arbitrator. 
The Council, however, refused to 
accede to this proposal, and. the 
Gas Company was forced to appeal 
to the Court of Consals to compel 
the Council to submit to arbitration. 








This appeal was successful, and 
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after another abortive attempt on 
part of the Council to evade the 
issue the matter was finally sub- 
mitted to arbitration on July 1 
last. 
Ina clear and exhaustive judge- 
ment on the case as submitted to 
him Mr, Justice Bourne has found 
entirely in favour of the Gas 
Company. Although the whole of 
the contract between the Company 
and the Municipal Council was 
never reduced to writing, the 
learned arbitrator had no difficulty 
in deciding that it was incompatible 
with just relations between the 
Council, representing the public 
local interests of the community, 
and the Gus Company, a somi- 
public concern dealing in a public 
convenience, that the Council 
should claim freedom from respon- 
sibility in the impasse which it 
had brought abont between the 
Gas Company and the Tramway 

ny. The issue of a permit 
to the latter Company to lay a 
track over the gas main in Canton 
Road is adjudged “a wilful act 
and unnecessary in tho public 
interest,” and there was no justifi- 
cation for the Council's attempt to 
shuttle off its responsibility by seck- 
ing to make the Tramway Company 
liable to an action at the suit of 
the Gas Company. Moreover, ex- 
pert evidence was agreed that this 
wilful and unnecessary act on the 
part of the Council caused damage 
to the gas main in Canton Road 
and for this damage the Council is 
held liable. In view, however, of 
an understanding between the 
Council and the Gas Company 
the arbitrator is not called upon 
to agsess the amount in which the 
Council is to be muleted, but merely 
indicates the lines on which repara~ 
tion is to be made to the plaintiff 
company, and orders the C‘onncil 
to pay the costs to date of the 
arbitration. 

A study of Mr F.S. A. 
Bourne's able exposition of the 
points at issue, or indeed of such 
details of the controversy as have 
been made public from time to 
time, can only bring home the 
obviousness of the arbitrator's 





decision. Even in regard to legal | 


aspects, which, as the award points 
out, should have been in the 
Council’s mind at the time when 
it issued the permit, the case 
would appear at first sight to be 
particularly free from those subtle- 
ties of the law that are at once tho 
delight of the profession and the 
undoing of litigants. It is hardly 
to be supposed, however, that the 
Council has had no arguments on its 
side other than what are now before 
us, and the promised publication of 
all the documents connected with

the case, together with the pleadings 
of counsel on either side, will be 
awaited with interest. As the 
matter stands to-day, the Council 
has been defeated at each stage of 
the proceedings; in its effort to 
evade arbitration, in its attempt to 
force a re-hearing on the Court of 
Consuls and in the arbitration itself. 
In each instance it has had to bear 
the full costs of the proceed- 
ings, and the community 
left with the unpleasant reflexion 
that a petty matter which at the 
outset might have been settled for 
some $4000, possibly at the expense 
of the Tramway Company, has led 
to an encroachment upon municipal 
revenue to an amount perhaps 
ranning into five figures. It is 
inevitable that test cases of various 
natures should have to be fought in 
the public interest, but the science 
of administration consists in the 
exercise of that shrewdness and 
tact which distinguishes  instinc- 
tively between what should rightly 
be a test case and what may 
degenerate into merely unprofitable 
wrangling.

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THE SIANG RIVER IN FLOOD. 

Your ndent has been away 
from Chenchow recently having made 
a trip to Siangtan. After seventeen 
days on a house boat with heavy 
head winds and high water most 
‘of the way to pull against, we reached 
Chenchow, with the wish that the much- 
talked-of railroad might soon be built. 
‘The crop prospects are good through- 
out the Siang and Lei valleys, 
‘At Siangtan the extremely low water 
(for that time of the year) caused the 
steamers to fear that any more trips till 
higher water came would be impossible, 
but the high water came in a burry. 
In a fow hours the Siang river rove over 
twenty feet and the natives were 
beginning to fear a repetition of the 
awfial floods of two years ago. The 
ramours of the floods in Oanton have 
reached this district with the usual 
exaggerations and rumours. 

OPIUM REFORM. 

The opium edicts. have been 
strictly carried out here of late. The 
official has caused the police to mal 
it raids and, as # result, ten form 
im dens have been seized and the 
buildings sold st auction, the money 
going to the schools and to the local 
police expenses, The keepers of these 
dens have suffered also, some of them 
being thrown into prison and beaten, 
aod others condemned to wear the - 
cangve for several days. It is ramoured 
that ten shops where the raw opium is 
sold are to be closed this autumn in order 
to put an end to what has beon a most 
flourishing business since the dens have 
been closed. Word has come here that 
the Governorof Hunan wasabouttocause 
all the shops where opium is sold to be 
closed during the eighth month, but a 
petition was sent in by these shopkeepers 
asking for a longer time, as that would 
not give them timoenough to collect their 
outstanding bills and so they were given 
till the first of the New Year and then 
all opium selling must cease. 

It is with regret that we have to 
report that onr good official is to leave 
us this autumn to go to Peking, a 
higher position.

The Companies owning the 
steamers which were compelled to pass 
through without discharging or loading 
are mach out of pocket and are claim- 
ing compensa 

‘The Britia jerman Consuls 
hurried from Pakhoi to assist in 
settling the matter in Hoihow. The 
merchants needed guarantee that 
the Commissioner would be removed 
from the port before they would pro- 
mise to stop the boycott. 

This guarantee apparently was given 
¢ officials concerned, who also 
the Commissioner uotice to leave 
‘August 26. In the event of hi 
refusing to vacate his post it was’ 
threatened that the boyentt would 
re-commence.

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HOME OF THE T'AIPINGs. 

The most interesting spot in the 
whole of the Two-Kuang Provinces at 
the present moment is this rapidly 
developing city of Nanningfu. History 
adds interest and glory to this westera 
Prefecture of the Province. Nine 
hundred years ago the Emperor seat a 
Northern Army to repress a local 
rebellion, and many of the soldiers from 
the north never returned home, but 
settled in Nanning, and a considerable 
number of the people claim the heads 
of the families of the Northera Anny 
ancestors. The great T'aip'ing 
Rebellion was inaugurated in this part 
ofthe Province, which has always been 
centre of discontent and disturbance. 

This city seems to have attrarted a 
strange medley of races, and it would 
appear that the unification of their 
‘interests in the centre hax made Nan- 
ning what it is, the conimercial eapital 
of Kuaogsi. The population is com- 
posed of the native Chinese, a few of 
the aboriginal tribesmen, immigrants 
of various kinds from over the Western 
border, ans, perhaps the moxt influential 
section, the wealthy shopkeepers from 
Canton. ‘The estimated number of the 
Population is 100,000. 

THe vUTORE cariTaL. 

Official eyes have been directed to- 
wards Nanning for some time, and it 
is no great venture to prophesy that 
thie wil, ore long, be the contre of 
Government of the Province. Kweilin 
is the nominal capital, but the money 
is being raised for the transfer of the 
Government plant to the commercial 
capital. The Governor Tsang has been 
residing hure for some time and has 
jnst returned to Kweilin. Other high 
officials have also recently visited the 
city. About sixty per cent of the 
export trade of Kuangsi passes through 
this inland port, which ix 360 miles, 
as the river flows, from Wuchao, and 
660 miles from Hongkong. The trade 
which pasces throngh the port is also 
considerable, for there are navigable 
branches of the river flowing as far as 
Yunnan and Tonkioy, so th 
countless boats passing up 
the river Iaden with merchandise, 

opium TRAFFIC. 

The trade in native opium prodaced 
in the province of Yunpan is decreasing 
considerably—large quantities of the 
drag having been exported for years 
past from Nanning to all parts of the 
‘Two Kuangs—and the native opium has 
held its own against Indian opium 
as far as the home consumption of 
Nanning is coucerned. No Indian 
opium is being imported into Nanning, 
but it is to be much regretted that the 
local officials are doing nothin to stop 
the smoking of native opinu in this 
city. It is trae that proclamations 
have been put out, bat no practical 
measures have been adopted to stop the 
vice ; which is a blot on the fair name 
of the present Governor Tsang, who is 
said to smoke in private. 









































It is reported in Nanning that 
wealthy Kuangsi gentleman, narmed 
Chau, has offered the Governor about 
300,000 tacle per year for the monopo- 
ly of the Kuangsi opium trade—Chau 
to be responsible for the “farming” 
out of the drag io the same way as the 
Hongkong “farmer” regulates his 
trade.

‘The course of the new railway is still 
undecided, more particularly that part!

Province.

£10,000,000 would be spent before 
tho whole line was completed. 

‘The Shantung Railway Co.'s project 
was rejected by the Chinese authorities, 
mainly for the reason that it was 
foreign. This scheme would have’ 
permitted of the whole line being 
constructed from Tientsin to Pukou in 
two and half years, whereas now we 
‘re told it is to take four years by the 
‘Agreoment, Bat in all probability if you 
trobled this period you would be nearer 
the goal of its completion.

THE CANTON VICEROY. 

The position of H.E. the Viceroy, 
‘is no sinecure. Some little time ago 
the Board of War at Peking ordered 
him to raise two brigades of soldiers, 
‘and arrange that they should be drilled 
and equipped after the most-approved 
foreign models. The Viceroy was 
allowed five years to bring the matter 
to completion, which means that, in all 
probability, he will only begin the 
work, and his successors will finish it. 
‘Viceroy, however, has sent dis 
to Peking indicating that the 
financial condition of the 
Kuangtang Province is not satisfactory 
nog to warrant this extra expen- 
ditore. He, natarally, points,to the 
recent floods, and the more recent ty- 
phoon, and says that these disasters 
have hit the Province heat 

it be some time before 
condition of affairs will be regain- 
ed. The Board of War st Peking, 
however, is not satisfied, and it oy 
been decided to send on « Commis 
er to inspect both the state of the army 
Kusngtung, and also the condition of the 
finances. This decision has greatly 
disturbed the Viceroy, and he has order- 
ed all his subordinates to set about 
getting the mon as ordered. It appears 
that up to the present not one half of 
the men need have been enlisted, and 
the Viceroy fears that when the Com- 
missioner comes, there may be an excase 
for adverse criticism, The building of 
the Canton-Hankow railway, moreover, 
involves the Viceroy in a good deal of 
worry. Some little time ago Chang 
Chih-tung, the ex-Viceroy from Wu- 
chang, suggested to the Imperial Govern- 
ment that » Commission should be sent 
from Peking to Kuangtung to inspect 
the railway. This suggestion the Offi- 
cials both of the Kuangtung Province, 
and of the Railway itself, resent, and 
they are opposing the suggestion stren- 
ously. 

DEVELOPMENT OY TAE COLONY. 
ia Excellency the Governor bas, 
through the Colonial Secretary, sent 
some suggestions to the Chamber of 

Commerce, for the consideration of 
. that Body, thinking that it might be 

possible to introduce some new indas- 

tries into Hongkong, or if not quite 
new, fo improve the old, that the future 
of the indastries in question might be 
much more advantageous to the Colony, 
than in the past.

THE VERDICT OF HAGGERSTON. 


On the very day that the Pensions 
Bill received the Royal Assent, 
Haggerston retarned a Conservative to 
Parliament by a clear majority of 157 
over the combined votes of Liberals and 
Socialists, It is striking instance 
either of ingratitude or of manly resist- 

ce to a bribe, for Hagerston, which 
is a comparatively poor district in the 
North Eastof London, largely populated 
by the class who would benefit from the 
Pensions Act, has usually remained 
faithful to Liberalism even when 
London as a whole has gone almost 
solidly Tory, the only exception being 
in 1905 when the late Sir Randal 
Cremer was defeated by only forty 
votes. The onservative and ‘Tariff 
Reform journals are crowing once 
more; and it is impossible for the 
most ardent Radical to deny that, 
whatever the canse, there are signs of 
strong Unionist reaction in England, 
though it bas not made itself very 
deeply felt in Scotland, or Wales. 
Still, the Government has a majority 
which renders it safe for another 
three years, and much may happeo in 
the meantime. 

THE NEXT ORNERAL ELECTION. 

If anything should precipitate a 
General Election within the next few 
months the probability is that the 
result would be very close. In any 
case the Liberals can have no hope 
of again obtaining a majority which 
will render them independent of the 
Irish Nationalists and the Labour 
Members. It is probable that a new 
Reform Act, embodying the p 
of “one man one vote” and perhaps 
also votes for women, will introduce an 
unknown factor, Opinions as to how 
the women's vote would go differ very 
widely. Many Radicals noting the 
innate conservatism of women regard 
the coming change with alarm ; others, 
‘of both political parties, are’ just as 
strongly convinced that the majority of 
women will vote Liberal, The pro 
bability is that they will be divided in 
much the-same proportions ss men,

THE LABOURER'S HIRE. 
Parisians are wondering whether the 
underground railway system, popularly 
” will ever be fin- 
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ished. It was begun last century—how 
Tong ago that sounds!—and the first line 
was opened to traffic in 1900, the Ex- 
hibition year. At present there are 
four complete lines and two stall sec- 
tions in operation, or little more than 
twenty miles of track, which it has taken 
more than eight years to finish. Other 
Tines have been laid out and began, but 
work is almost at a stand: and there 
seems no prospect of a revival. Mean- 
while the city has to do the best it can 
with an incomplete underground and a 
‘slow omnibus service. The trouble 
due to a general refusal of the navvies, 
shaft-sinkers, rail-layers and other 
manual Iabourers to work for the wages 
hitherto paid. In the contracts with 

















Municipal Council it was stipulated 
at the men should not be paid less 
than the rates hitherto in force. These 
rates were fixed abont thirty years ago 
‘and since then the cost of living has 
materially increased, on which ground 
the men demand higher rates to enable 
them to live. The contractors reply 
that the prices for which they under- 
‘took to execute the works were based 
on the old rates and that they can- 
not be expected to pay the difference. 
The Manicipal Council declines to 
provide the extra money, and the result 
that things are at a deadlock. The 
small number of men who still 
condescend to work do as little as 
possible, and contractors, finding that 
‘every cubic yard of earth costs three 
or four times as much to remove as 
was the case in normal times, are 
either locking out the men or applying 
to be released from their contracts, 
Great numbers of men have left the 
city and turned their hands to 
other occupations such as field work. 
Those who take their places are 
either dissuaded by their comrades 
from working at the old price or drift 
away on discovering that they cannot 
make both ends meet on sixpence an 
hour in go expensive a place as Paris 
Unless the city authorities agree 
pay eightpence an hour, it looks as 
if the underground railway will never 
be finished and that it will be useless 
to undertake any more great public 
works in Paris. 














MINIATURE REVOLUTION,

The police 
make raid after raid, and arrest. han- 
dreds, bat sre discouraged because, 
unless previous convictions can be 
proved, the magistrates invariably 
release the prisoners after a day or tw, 
from motives of edonomy, so a8 not to 
keep them ‘at the public expense. 
Moreover, most of these young booli- 
gans are provided with certificates 
purporting to show that they are in 
regular employment, These certificates, 
fre issued for a consideration by small 
employers. The position now is that 
no respectable woman can venture to 
wander off the main roads in the Bois de 
Boulogue without running serious risk 
of insult and robbery.

Several of the largemanufacturing com- 
panies in the country have, howe 
Iately been able to borrow money ii 
Enrope and America, and this financial 
help to Japan's productive enterprises 
cannot fail to bave beneficial effects 
not only on the trade but also on the 
general finances of the country. 

India is still suffering from the 
effects of bad crops and low prices, bat 
erthless a consider amount of 
iver was imported by the Bazaar 
during the half-year. These conditions 
brought about @ very weak exchange 
market, and to prevent any heavy fall 
in rates the Indian Government decided 
tooffer weekly for sale at 1/3 29/32 
per Rnpee their Sterling demand drafts 
on London. Latest advices record a 
favourable monsoon over the greater 
part of the country and I trast the 
result will soon be apparent in a 
revewal of prosperity. 

For the first three months of this 
year the position of the silk market 
was ina very unsatisfactory condition 
and at one time a panic in the trade 
was feared.

Dredging in Junk Channel con- 
tinued day and night. interrupted now 
‘tnd then mainly by increased currents, 
The bucket dredgers st work are 
moored with the bow river-downward, 
and when ebb tides run strongly the 
loaded buckets ran empty as they rise 
to water. On account of this 
the machines have to stop work for ao 
hour or so, sometimes for more than 
two hoars at a time. That such inter- 
roptions are gradually increasing, as 
foretold, is in itself a sign of the 
progress of the work. The following 
dredgers were. at work : ‘ Colonia,” 
at the end of last Quarter this bucket 
dredger had made a furrow 6,000 feet 
long, about 300 feet wide and 15 feet 
deep at low water. This was continoed 
to Old Upper Base, where on June 3 
deep water was reached, a distance of 
10,950 feet from the first starting 
point near Upper Gough Island. On 
Jane 4 the “Colonia” was shifted to 
& point opposite Kajao Creek and 
from there downward started dredging 
a channel of the same width and 
depth. By the end of thie quar- 
ter she had sdvanced about 2,100 
feet, to a point where Junk 
Channel Bank is overgrown and 
and has a beight of over six feet above 
low water, The wall of soil in front is thus 
at present more than twenty-one feet 
high, #0 the advance during the next few 
weeks cannot be great.

FEMALE SUFFRAGE, 
To the Editor of the 

“Nonrn-Caixa Datny News,” 

Sin,—In the * London Letter” that 
appeared in Monday's issne of “The 
North-China Daily News” reference 
was made to the probable effect of the 
women’s vote upon elections. Yoar 
correspondent say: “ Many Radicals 
noting the innate conservatism of 
women rexard the coming change with 
alarm ; others, of both political parties. 
fre. jort, an aly convinced. thet the 
majority of whmen will vote Liberal ~ 
Your correspondent, however, does nat 
endorse either of those expectations : be 
believes that women’s influence will be 
very slizcht beeange they will be divided in 
very much the same way as men arenow. 

It would be interesting to know 
upon what these people base their 
calculations ; not upon precedent car- 
tainly, for where women’s suffrage bas 
been adopted the influence is very strong 
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and it not been evenly distributed. 
I was in New South Wales when 
votes were given to women. The two 
strong political parties then represented 
Free Trade and Protection. There were 
also in the Legislative Assembly a 
small Labour Party and a few 
Fairtraders and other Ind spendents. 
Protectionists consisted principally of 
people interested in maoufactories, 
small farmers and settlers. The rich 
pastoralists and big importers were 
Freetradlers almost to a man : and these 
two parties formed Mi and Op- 
positions in turn with disconcerting 
regularity. The question then was, as 
it is now in England: Which side 














will benefit by the votes of the women ? J 


—The result was a complete surprise 
for every one, for it. was the little 
Labour “Party only that gained any 
material advantage. This was due 
to the fact that the wives and daugh- 
ters of labouring people attended the 
polling booths almost en masse and 
lamped for Labour; whereas women 
‘reetraders and Protectionists were 
represented by a very small percentage 
of votes. My memory recalls two 
instances in support of this statement, 
Two districts (Monaro and Hellens. 
burgh) e: about the same number 
of women to vote; the former was 
rabid Freetrade and the latter radical 
Labour: Monaro recorded some fifteen 
per centage of women's votes and 
Helensburgh over ninety; and the 
Labour Party at once became more 
important and formidable. 
‘he fact that women Freetraders: 
and Protectios 








lbowed 
by a crowd of excited electors: it was 
merely that they did not take as mach 
Personal intereat in the proceedings as 
did their Labour sisters, who were used 
to hearing daily political discussions 
mony their men folk, 

The average tradesman and labourer 
read his morning newspaper 
on the way to his work and completes 
the scrutiny during lunch time. He 
bays the evening paper on the way 
home and the normal sabject of 
discourse at dinner and after is politics, 
Wife and daughters thus learn to look 
upon the world of politics throngh the 
man’s spectacles and absorb his views, 
}» if not liberal, are at least strony 
and honest. 

On the other hand the more accom- 
plished women Freetraders and Pro 
tectionists have a wider field of 
conversation and entertainment and 
thereforé, are not brought into such 
intimate association with politics. And 
they were on the occasion I have 
referred to content to remain aloof from 
the elections. 

It is possible that when the franchise 
is extended to women in Enyland the 
result will be similar and that th 
Labour faction. already a slight menace 
to the older parties will be the only 
appreciable gainer by the innovation, for 
Labour members appear to be the same 
all the world over and probably their 
wives and daughters are also.

NAVIGATION ON THE 
HUANGPU, 


To the Editor of the 

“Norrn-Citxa Daty News, 

Stn,—I notice in your issue of to-day 
fan acconnt of the stranding of the .s. 
Kiang Ching “in the harbour, off the 
waterworks.” This incident is only 
circumstance iu the adventures of this 
steamer within the past few days and 
will serve to illustrate the method of 
navigation practised @ oum- 
ber of ship-masters visitin the port, 
who uovlertake to handle their vessels 
without pilots to the common danger, 
and, ina number of cases, under an 
agreement with their charterera of re- 
ceiving half pilot The adventures 
of the Kiang Ching began daring the 
typhoon in the middle of last month 
when she pnt back to Shang! dis- 
tress owing, L understand, to overloading 
and ‘lefective ground tackle. Then on 
her return voyage she was ran ayroun 
in a most dangerous position between 
the Kintoan and Tangshan lightships, 
but was fortunate in having fine wea- 
ther to xet off ayain. 

On the morning of the 29th when 
coming down the Huangpn she was 
put ashore on the Pontang side in No. 
7 Section anil suceceded in getting off, 
bat not for long, as she was again 
beached off Witmore Road on the 
Shanghai side within a few minntes, 
with the result already stated in your 
issue of to-day. Uf the danger to navi- 
gation generally was confined to these 
steamers it would not matter 60 much, 
but unfortunately they are a source 
of constant anxiety and danger to 
anyone meeting them in narrow waters. 
It is well-known to both pilots and 
masters of coasting steamers who know 
the river well, that in meeting vessels 
of this description all thought of 
‘adhering to the rule of the road has 
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got to be abandoned, and it becomes 
absolntely necessary, if one is to k 

‘out of trouble, ply to let these 
gentlemen have the river to themselves 
ss far as possible. The Kiang 
Ching is Chinese owned with, T 
believe, a foreign master in command, 
but the parties to which I wish to draw 
Pablic attention aré principally Japan. 
ese, with a few Norwegians. In the 
case of the former their 














harbour is 
notorious. I myself saw one of these 
teamers have two successful collisions 
and a stranding inside of twenty

The N. Y. K. in this connexion

Bin,—I feel compelled, in the com- 
mon interests, to give, as follows, my 
short experience as a customer of The 
Shanghai Gas Co., Ld. 

In April last’ { took for a few 
months a farnished house. In Jane 
1 received two bills followed, in ten 
days time, by another for xas “con- 
sumed".—the three bills amounting 
together to #100. Upon protesting 
against the charges I received a letter 
from the Assistant Secretary informing 
me that my predecessor consnmed “40 
per cent. more than I had for the 
preceding three months”: and that sy 
hills mere “well within the average. 

Upon inquiry T found, to my ase 
tonishment, that the statement 40 per

The collector on de- 
manding this to-day, and being refased 
it off the supply as 
instructed. wuld add that the 
promise of slot meters was another 
“inadvertence” of the Assistant Secret- 
ary as I now learn that the Company 
have not any in Shanghai!! Now 
apart from my complaint that this 
sort of treatment reveals s total absence 
‘of courtesy in the methods of the 
Company's officials, J assert firstly, that 
I know for s fact that people are being 
‘compelled to pay what consider 
very heavy and excessive charges : 
secondly, it would be interesting to 
know how long my predecessor has 
been paying on the defective metre 
records ; thirdly, How is it that my bills 
when I resided in London averaged, 
daring eight years, £5 to £6 per 
‘anoum for a similar consumption, with- 
out an electric light supply which I 
also have and use, and in this place, at 
rates practically the same, my gas bills 
come to £40 per annum!!! Fourthly 
regarding these deposits, is interest 
paid in respect of them when held by 
the Company for a year and more! I 
not, why not? And lastly consider 
the plentiful supply of coal out here are 
not the rates excessive ?

IMPERIAL DECREES, 


By Telegraph from Peking.

August 27, 
TO PREPARE FOR THE CONSTITUTION. 
Decree of H. I: M. the Emperor, in 
compliance with the Command of the 
Empress Dowager, acknowledging the 
receipt of a code of Constitutional Laws 
drafted by the Hsien-chén Pien-ch’a- 
kuan (Department for the Investigation 
of the principles of Constitutional 
Government). The Laws are very 
complete and are in accordance with the 
requirements of the subject. The lines 
of duty incumbent on all, high and low, 

are clearly laid down in these Laws. 
The ment has also submitted to 
the Throne constitutional reform schemes 
that should be cartied into effect before 
the opening of s Parliament. It is 
certain that before constitutional gov- 
ernment can catisfy, or have any effect 











upon the nation, drastic measures must 
be taken to reform the Empire 

We, therefore, hereby 
order the Department to promulgate 
the said constitational reform schemes 
among the Heads of the various 


Yaméns in the Capital, the Viceroys 
and Governors of provinces and their 
subordinates. The officials are to carry 
these schemes into effect within tl 
respective jurisdicti 








six months upon what. 
they have done in the preceding months. 
The said Department is to see that all 
fficials, whether within the Capital or 
without, carry ont these schemes pro- 
perly. Should any officials be found 
disobeying Our Commands they will 
be punished severely and without 
leniency. Let it be understood that 
We will not tolerate for s moment any 
delinquency on the part of the officials. 
Under the difficalt crisis through 
which the country is passing it shonld 
be the clear duty of every official to 
exert hiwself to assist Us in reform- 
ing the Empire. Let it be made 
known that nine years are given as 
the limit of time for carrying ont these 
reform schemes. The Constitutional 
Laws sill then be definitely decided 
upon by Us and the date for the open- 
ing of the Parliament will also be 
‘announced by that time. 

‘The metropolitan and provincial 
officials are also commanded to lose no 
time in diffusing the knowledge of 
local self-government among the 
people, so as to enable them to govern 
the conntry in futare, 

Proper care must be taken to pre- 
vent the evil work and insidious ramours 
which bad characters are constantly 
seeking to spread about, in order to 
disturb the peace and to cause trouble. 
We look to the of of the! 
Empire to put forth their whole hearts 














in carrying’ through these reforms, 80 
that the State may become stronger 
and stronger. Let these Our Com- 
mands be made known to every one in 
the Empire.

T have recently been in consultation 
with Mr. YG concerning the reorganiza- 
tion of the Refage, and we have arrived 
at the following decision :— 

The Refuge is sitnated in Dawany- 
miso Road, where the price of land 
from Tls. 4,000 to Tis. 5,000 per mow, 
and the land on which the Refuye 
stands is about 12 mow. We propose to 
sell the land and to remove the Refuge 
to Chodaikoh or to some other place 
where we can acquire a now site at a 
much more moderate cost than that of 
the present site. Thus we can obtain 
enough money to bay a piece of land 
‘and to put up new buildings on it. If 
the parchase money be insufficient, an 
equal sum should be raised by the 
officials and the literati to make up 
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the deficiency. As for the ranning 
expenses of the Refuge, Mr. Yi and I 
will use our best efforts to persuade the 
Chinese merchants and traders in this 
port to grant sabscriptions, 

I beg you to sanction the above 
proposals ‘and to favour me with » 
rescript.

‘Dowager, for the [control of foreign 
teachers in China. The following are 
the most important points. 

1,—Without the sanction of this 
Ministry, no foreign subjects can be 
employed to act as teachers in any of the 
modern schools or colleges. In the 
case of military instractors or advisers, 
the permis ofithe Ministry of War 
is in addition to the sanction 
of this Ministry. 

2.—Foreign teachers or instructors: 
should not interest themselves in 
litigation between Chinese and for- 
eigners, or in any affairs outside their 
educational duties. 

3.—The salaries of teachers and 
instenctors shall be paid either in 
Chinese Government dollars coined in 











the central mint of the Ministry of 
Finance at Tientsin or any other 
Chinese silver coin regardless of the 
currency of any other country. 
4.—Foreign teachers or instructors 
cannot leave their schools or colleges 
resign unless three months 
ice is given before-hand. In case 
of sickness of more than fifteen days, 
they must find suitable substitutes 
whose pay, etc., must be settled pri- 
vately. If sick teachers or instructors 
cannot find suitable substitutes, then 
the Director of the schools or colleges 
must do so and during the period, one- 
half of the sick teachers’ pay will be 
deducted to pay substitutes 
5.—Foreign teachers must obey the 
instructions of the Director and the 
‘Head-master with regard to educational 
affairs. 
6.—In order to secure the services 
of capable men Viceroys and Governors 
and other high authorities must not 
employ apy foreign teachers or in- 




















structors without strong recommenda- 
tions. 

‘1.—Foreign teachers must only be 
entrusted with the teaching of civil 
and military subjects, care must be 
taken that their inflnence in other

Copies of the above new rules have 


been sent to the various Provincial

momen under lock and key ought to 
give place to more enlightened methods. 








OVER-LOADING. 


‘Those who were passing on the Bund 
on Thursday morning about eleven o'clock 
roay not impossibly have been strack 
by the extraordinary appearance of the 
Norwegian steamer Kjeld as she came 
slowly upstream towards the upper 
‘anchorage, so deeply sunk in the water 
as to convey the impression that she 
was actaally water-logyed. There is 
reason to believe that this was not #0 ; 
that the depth of the Kjeld was simply 
due to over-loadi and the incident 
may serve to call attention to a serious 
evil which is only too common among 
‘Norwogina steamers trading to and from 
Shangbai, particularly in coal. Such 
vessels aro paid by the ton, with con- 
sequent temptations to over-loading, 
which, there van be uo question, 
volves # constant risk of lose of li 
‘The chances of escape 
from even a moderate gale are too 
minute to be thonght of caluly. Most 
of these vessels, as we are iaformed, are 
insured in Norway under the Mutual 
system, and it would be interesting to 
Know whether the insurance companies 
or their agents are aware of the risks to 
which their interests are exposed. 
From the human, as di 
basiness point of view, it is hardly 
conceivable that either Norwegian or 
Chinese authorities in Shangbai (the 
latter being equally interested in th 
matter, as the crews of the vessels in

THE SNIPES. 


To anyone who perchance has been 
awake in the small, still hours of the 
past fow mornings the plaintive cries of 
countless migrant birds will have become 
quite familiar. These are the voices of 
those 











. « Wild birds that change 
season in the night, and 
wail their way 
From clond to cloud,” 

as at this season of the year they journey 
southward in quest of more genial 
climes and more plentiful food. ‘This 
vast battalion of migratory birds is on 
its return from the breeding grounds 
furnished in that dreary, swampy, 
tree-less, mioss-grown waste known ax 
the Tondra, which stretches from 
the Gult of Obi, on the west, to 









Behring’s Straits ‘on the east, whose 
northern Ii bounded by the

This 
veritable army of birds is composed 
principally at this early sutumn season 
of the year of members of the Sandpiper 
class, and very largely made up of the 
returning migrants, the Pintail and 
‘Swinhoe Snipes, whose numbers beggar | 
imagination.

How then cao a bird tray 
at the rate of, say, 300 miles » day. 
there must be deductions from the 
‘twenty-four hours for rest and food and 
stoppages for days on favourite feediog 
grounds—resch its breeding ground, 
select its mate, incubate, rear its off- 
spring, and bring the young family back 
here in the space of three anda half 
months at the most? And yet such 
the case; for the young birds must retara 
with the old birds, as existence would 
bbe impossible in the ice-bonnd regions 
of the North daring the winter months. 
‘And yet another marvel! The age of 
‘a bird is approximately indicated by 
the softness or tonghness of the bill, 
and the blantness or sharpness of the 
flight feathers, a fact that comes home 
to anyone who has kept pigeons, or 
other birds fed by their parents. But 
who ever yet bas been able to pronounce 
upon the age of a snipe? Or who 
ever will be able?

‘and in some measure to the encroach- 
ments of the jerry-builder, who continues 
to damp dowa his barriedly-bailt 
terraces upon maoy an erstwhile fair 
feeding ground. The persistence of the 
snipe in revisiting hie old haunts is one 
of the most remarkable peculiarities of 
the bird. Time was, and not so very 
long ago, when the interior of the race- 
course was & favourite resort of both 
snipe and gunner. Even to-day its 
existence is apparently not forgotten by 
the former, for only within the last 
fortnight dirconsolate snipes have beon 
‘teen’ within the enclosure, possibly 
lamenting over the days that have been. 
Probably Woosung, the Rifle Batts the 
Kajao Creek, the Quinsan marshes, 
the buffalo’ grounds round the 
cities of Kading and Taitean, and 
the Insh fields at the base of the 
Feogwanshan are yet the best of the 
local shooting grounds.

sooted by the Consul-General, but 
Sir Pelham Warren was away from 
Shanghai and Vice-Consnl had 
been so busily engaged during the past: 
few days that counsel had been unable 
to get bis sanction. If His Honour 
would allow counsel to appear for the 
Official Receiver at that hearing, they 
would undertake to file their application 
for leave to appear later. 

His Honour granted permission and 
‘Mr. McKean then applied under Section 
17, sub section 8, of the Bankruptey 
‘Act of 1800, that a stenographer be 
‘appointed to make an official record 
of the debtor's answers during his 
public examination, the cost of the 
record to be satisfied out of the debtor's 
estate. 

Mr, McKean’s request was granted 
‘and the examination of the debtor was 
then proceeded with. 

Tn reply to Mr. McKean, Albert 
Heranx stated that before he came to 
Shanghai he was employed for three’ 
months by the Standard Oil Company 
of New York at Swatow. He had no 
money when be went to Swatow. His 
salary there was $175. per month. He 
left Swatow in October or November, 
1906, and went to Yokohama. He had 
then abont $200 in his possession. He 
had no employment in Yokohama and 
‘when he came to Shanghai in January, 
1907, he possessed about $50. For about 
two months he was out of employment 
here, bat i in April, 1907, he joined the 


























staff of the China Matoal Tosurance 
Company During that month he was 
cogged in policy-writing and his salary 
was $90. In May 1907, his salary 


was increased to Tis. 115 and he also 
earned from Tls. 200 to Tls. 300 in 
commissions. He lived at the Grand 
Hotel and paid $85 or $90 per month 
for his board and lodging. He was 
then about $300 in debt to aman named 
‘Armstrong. The debt was incurred 
when he wss out of work and the money 
was borrowed to pay for his board, 
lodging and other necessaries. He paid 
back part of the money he owed to 
‘Armstrong and also bought clothing, 
etc. He had then no other liabilities 
beyond the debt to Armstrong. His 

lary from the Insurance Company 
was not increased, but he made on an 
average sbout Tis. 400 per month in 
commission, He left the Insurance 
Company's office on November 30, 1908. 

In reply to Mr. McKean, the 
bankrupt then went into details of his 





financial position, month by month, 
tntil the time he left Shanghai. Heranx 
stated that abort half of the money 
he received in May and June of last 
year was spent in charity, He sent two 
Tittle children to school, besides buying 
them clothes. He bought clothes for 
about six poor children. He did this 


H.| purely ont of charity, becanse he liked 


children, He first met Mrs. Gross 
on the introduction of ber sister. 
She was then keeping « small boarding- 
house in Yuhang Road, and sub- 
sequently he advised her to take 
another house. He bought things for 
her, and fixed np the honse. He told 
her that he would give them 
to her. At first she refused to accept 


them. He also paid her family expenses. 
He had no motive whatever for his 
action, but helping her children.

On April 14 Chun-sai gave 
him about $1,500 or $1,600 at about 
forty per cent interest, for which he gave 
‘8 promissory note for $2,870. Debtor 
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repaid the full amount of $2,870 on 
May 10. In June, debtor repaid about 
$6,000 and left a balance of about 
$1,000 owing. He usually tore the 
Promissory notes up when he repaid 
the money and the notes were retarned 
to him, and he could only ‘in how 
the note now produced was not de- 
stroyed, by the opinion that he had 
folded it ap and slipped it into his 
pocket. He came to this opinion from 
the way in which the note had been 
folded and refolded. This was the 
only promissory note that Mao Chun-sai 
held on April 14. On Jane 10 debtor 
owed Mao Chun-sai a balance of $1,000. 
In June he gave a second note, which 
included the $1,000 balance and the 
fits thereon, as well as a cash advance 
of Tis. 1,500 and interest. This note 
was for $4,350. On June 18, he 
obtained a loan of $1,500 from Mao 
and in addition to depositing about 
$1,500 worth of jewellery as security, 
gave a promissory note for $2,440. 
From that time until June 28 he did 
not borrow any more money from Meo, 
who on the last-mentioned date held 
his promissory notes for $4.350 and 
and $2,440, "On July 1 he paid Tis, 
1,000 back, but obtained no receipt. 
Mao had admitted in cross-examination 
in the Police Court that he had received 
this sam. This payment was made'at 
the store of the Tabaqueria Filipina, 
Debtor had had several other loans from 
Mao between August, 1907, and Apri, 
1908, but these had all been repaid. The 
‘od profits repaid amounted in all 
to some $4,000. The Tis. 1,000 which 
he repaid to Mao on July 1, 1908, was 
paid out of moneys he obtained from 
Hertzberg. He left for Chinkiang the 
following day. His first transaction 
with T. 8 Loo, of the Grand, or Met- 
ropole, Hotel, was in November last, 
when he borrowed $500 and gave a 
note for $650. Thence onwerds he 
continued to borrow and repay, or sign 
renewal notes, until just before Chinese 
New Year Loo wanted the whole of his 
money back.

$2,500 in cash from Loo on those two 
notes, because Loo held his notes for 
amounts larger than $2,500, and debtor 
then made him a cash payment. 
Therefore one of the notes for 
$3,140 really represented the original 
loan of $500, despite the payment of 
$1,000 which he had made before 
Chinese New Year and other payments 
of profit and interest. After Chinese 
New Year he paid Loo $250 at one 
time and $240 or $250 at another. 
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The $240 or $250 was profit or inter- 
est on a farther loan of $1,000 which 
he had obtained. From Mrs. Heranx 
he had received $3,200 in all. He 
first obtained a loan from her of $1,600 
and later she told him he could 
have the use of a further sum of 
$1,600. The jewellery now shown to 
hima was the property of Mrs. Heranx. 
The diamond pin which she claimed 
was given by her to him as a present, 
With regard to his assets, he disposed of 
‘uo jewellery or other property after lear- 
ing Shanghai for Chinkisog. When he 
left Shanghai he took with him only 
the clothes he was wearing, but made 
small purchases of clothing at Hankow. 

‘Mr. McKean produced an inventory 
‘of the goods found in the debtor's house 
when the Crown Advocate took posses- 
sion and pointed out that this inventory 
did not include certain property which 
the debtor said he had left in 
the house when he left Shanghai. 
Counsel said that it was admitted that 
Mrs. Heraux had sold certain property 
in order to support herself and child, 
bat the scconnt she had rendered of the 
property she had sold did not include 
all the articles which the debtor asserted 














were missing. 

In reply to McKean, the debtor said 
that in addition to the property included 
in the inventory, he had left in the 
house other property to the value of 
abont $1,000. This included a piano 
‘admitted to have been sold by Mrs. 

feraux), screens, vases, carved black- 
wood chairs, an Elgin watch, » gold 
fob, gold sleeve lioks, ete. The bed- 
Tinen and napery belonged to the deb- 
tor, an well as the wedding presents, 
which consisted solely of gifts from his 
own friends and were worth about $150 
or $200. Mrs, Heraux ditt not receive 
‘any wedding presents from her friends. 
‘He had also left $200 in the safe when 
he left for Chinkiang and bad given the 
keys of the safe to Mrs. Heraux and 
explained to her how to open it. He 
did not think he owed any money in 
Swatow. He settled up all his ac- 
counts there before leaving. If he 
owed any money there at all, it could 
not amount to more than about $5. 

By His Honour—He had made no 
investments in Shanghai, and had done 
no business here other than insurance 
and borrowing money.

Mr. Bassett said that the accosed 
stood charged with having committed an 
assault with a dangerous weapon, The 
Appellate Court had held that in onder 
to prove this charge it bad to be 
proved that ¢ 
To this case ss in the former case the 
prosecution had failed to prove that, s0 
that at the most, on the case that had 
been made ont the defendant was guilty 
of assault, or, as it was termed, simple 
assault. He considered that the testi- 
mony established beyond all doubt that 
the defendant was guilty of this offence 

the testimony for the proxecation 
‘and the testimony for the defence 
proved that he was. The testimony of 
the accused himself, of Mrs, Stewart, 
the only two witnesses who had any 
knowledge of the occurrence, and the 
other evidence used for the purpose of 
impeachment, all showed that the 
accused was guilty. Counsel then 
reviewed the evidence that had been 
given by the accused himself, and 
submitted that it was only in answer to 
leading questions from the attorneys 
for the defence that Price had stated 
that he believed himself to be in danger. 
Nor did accused's statements corrobo- 
rate those made by the woman in her 
affidavit. . She stated that Jovansen 
took up a knife, but she said 
that she did not’ place serious 
construction upon it, 80 how theo 
could defendant say that he was 
threatened? After Jovansen had 
picked’ up the knife she turned her 
back on him and walked ont of the 
room. Jovansen could not been 
in ® very aggressive frame of mind 
because as soon as he saw the revolver 
be complied with Price's request with 
extraordinary rapidity. ‘There was 
only one point where there was any 
difference between the evidence for the 
defence and the prosecation, and that 
was in regard to whether Jovansen 
took up knife. Counsel then went 
‘on to deal with the disappearance of 
the Chinese witnesses who had given 
testimony at the former trial. One 
witness did come, bat at the critical 
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moment, much to the surprise of every- 
one in Coort, apparently, except 
the senior counsel for the defendant, 
he said that Jovansen took up a knife 
and held it up and made motion with 
it. Now Price never said that. 
‘Counsel would not go so f ras to say 
that the testimony of this witness 
was procared in the manner given by 
the defendant, but he would say that 
many facts had been brought out in 
the case which indicated very strongly 
that that was a fact. The Court would 
draw its own conclusions. Tarning 
to Mr. Mnsso's evidence, was it ered- 
ible that this woman, who had, ac- 
cording to her story, been called im- 
proper by Jovansen, would want to tak 
the matter into Court and make it 
public.

Witness did not find it 
satisfactory and wrote to Zimmerman 
telling him that it would damage the 
ship. (Letter read.) The cargo was 
brought to Shanghai and unloaded in 
dae course. The lation in No. 
1 and 2 holds was practically rained. 
Witness examined the ship, foand st 
was damaged throughout, and reported 
to his owners, Mr. Panlsen afterwards 
surveyed the ship. (Witness identified 
the report). Most of the damage men- 
tioned arose from the voyage from 
Portland, bat a winch was broken 
in Shangh 

Cross-examined— Witness had been 
master of the vessel ever since. The 
repairs had not been made. 

Mr. Fessenden moved to strike ont 
the claim for damages as the repairs 
had not been made. He offered in 
evidence the judgement of H. B. M 
Supreme Court, by which she was con- 
fiseated before any repairs were made. 

His Honour asked if Mr. Fleming 
really vontended that he could claim for 
repairs which had not been made. 

Mr. Fleming submitted that the 
right to payment for repairs accrned ax 
noon as the vessel was delivered. 

Mr. Hays contended that the claim 
for repairs was based upon the lower of 
two tenders. The mere fact that re- 
pairs had not been done amounted to 
nothing. 

His Honour—If Zimmerman was at 
work making repairs at the time the 
ship was confiscated, wonld they. still 
be liable for repairs yet to le done. 

‘Mr. Hays said that that was a moot 
point. The judgement of the Su 
Court was pendiog appeal, and it might 
not beupheld. Ginsburg and Company 
obtained their ship back on » 
consideration, and therefore plain- 
tiffs now said that defendant must put 
her in order. Ginsburg & Co. had 
put up the appraised value of the ship. 
‘The Maori King was handed back by 
Zimmerman before there was any 
question of seizare. 













































‘Mr. Fessenden urged that the decree 
of forfeiture was = final judgement.

Mr. Hays said that the Captain 
might have got into very serious 
trouble had he refased -to take 
timber throughout the ship, A 
certain amount of damage was done on 
every ship. 

Mr. Fessenden submitted that to 
ve been of soy use the captain's warn- 
ing should have been telegraphed. 

Witness stated that the vessel was 
in good condition when she sailed from 
Shanghai. The insulation of No. 1 
aad 2 holds had been practically re- 
newed at Sydney shortly before witness 
went to Viadivostok to fetch the Ma 
King back for Ginsburg. There was 
some trouble about the beef stored in 
her holds. The trouble was due to the 
refrigerating machinery. Witness first 
examined all the holds when she got 
to Shanghai 

Re-examined—Witness only knew 
of the trouble about the beef from hear- 
say. She was thoroughly surveyed after 
her overhaul at Sydney, in order to 
keep her on Lloyd’s Register. 

W. C. Paulsen, sworn, stated 
that he was surveyor for | Lloyd's 
Register of British and Foreign ship- 
ping for Shanghai. He surveyed the 
Maori King on her return from Port 
land last antomn (Identified his report.) 
He found the Mao

items he had put down in his report

She conld have carried other 
things than frozen meat. He bad 
surveyed the vessel before. He com- 


pleted her special survey just before she 
left for Vladivostok. She had then 
falGlled all conditions for Lloyd's 
register. 

‘Cross-examined—Damage could not 
have been avoided in loading lumber. 
It was apparent to any experienced 
man that damage must result. 

J. H. Osborne, aworn, stated that 
he was Secretary of the Shanghai 
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Dock Co. The company tendered for 
repairs to the Masri King last Autumn. 
(Witness identified copy of the 
estimate.) Men were sent on board 
to ascertain the damage mentioned im 
Mr, Paulsen's report. The repairs 
had not yet been executed. (Witness 
also identified a copy of the Dock Co's 
specification.) 

Cross-examined—Witness did not 
make out the estimate himself, and 
therefore could not say whether the 
price was fair. 

Re-examined—The estimate would 
be at the lowest price for which the 
Dock Company would be willing to 
undertake the repairs. 

Mr. Fessenden then opened

Shanghai, August 31.

Re the death of Priuuir Sauyra. 

‘The inquest was resumed upon the 
body of Phillip Smyth, who died during 
the night of August 21 at St. Xavier's 
School. 

Dr. A. Stanley stated that he had 
analyzed a portion of the intestines of 
the deceased, but could not find any 
trace of morphia. He had also had 
brought to him four articles. One—a 
bottle of Dr. Collis Browne's Chloro- 
dyne—contaived four grains of morphia 
to the ounce and this was the ordinary 
composition of cbloredyne Another 
article was a glass dropper and by 
measurement he had found that twenty 
drops therefrom anountel to eight 
minims. Twenty drops of chlorodyne 
wore equivalent to one-Afth of a grain 
of morphia hydrochloryde and this 
would be an ordinary dose for 
‘a boy twelve yoars of age. The 
third exhibit was a bottle of sodium 
alphate, which he found gave all the 
tests required by the British Pharma- 
coepin, and was, therefore, of good 
quality. The tea spoon was also sent. 
He weighed the amonnt of three tea 
spoonfals of sodium sulphate, and 
found the weight to be five grams—a 
full dose for boy of twelve. He had 
made an examination of the intestines 
for cholera, bnt was unable to find the 
cholera bacillus, The vomiting of the 
chlorodyne and sodium sulphate would 
have weakened the boy very consider- 
ably, and it was possible that he was 
weakened so much that he might have 
fainted in such » position that could 
have led to asphyxia, 
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His Worship found that deceased 
had died of asphyxia between three and 
five o'clock on the morning of the 22nd 
instant. He said with sll caution that 
it would have been better had anyone 
visited him between eight o'clock in 
the evening and the time he was found 
ia the morning. The boy was alone 
in the room, and if anyone had seen 
him his life might have been saved. 
He would say this with ull due cauti 
for he believed St. Xavier's was a very 
well conducted school, and the Brothers 
paid every attention to the boys.

THE LATE DR. STOOKE. 
Our Chefoo correspondent writes 
The news of Dr. George Stooke’s death 
at Ichavg, from cholera, came as a 
shock to his many friends in Chefoo. 
The deepest sympathy is felt by all for 
the bereaved wife and children, and also 
for the parents ia the loss of their gifted 
son, [n the ©. T. M. schools he is 
always remembered ax an exceptionally 
able student—a repntation which was 
fully endorsed by his subsequent brilliant 
medical carcer in Edinburgh, where he 
‘gained numerous honours and distinc- 
tions carrying off almost every possible 
medal and bursary. But his ambition 
was to be a medical missionary, and 
when the pressing needs of the Scottish 
Church Mission hospital at Tchang were 
laid upon him, he at once abandoued. all 
thought of the further honours which 
were well within his reach, and sailed for 
Ohi A skilfol and enthusiastic me- 
ical missionary he was interested in 
many other things besides, He had a 
considerable musical gift, and to the 
bays and girls at Chefoo he is known as. 
the composer of « very beantifal to| 
which they often sing the hymn “ Jesus 
the Children are Calling.” Himself 
keenly interested in chess he was the 
means of introducing the game to the 
schools, during visit in 1903, and 
annnal tournaments on quite = 
scale have ever since been held. 
ANOTHER JAPANESE 
AFFRAY IN HONGKEW. 
Another disgracefal affray in which a 
number of Japanese sailors were in- 
volved, that might very well have been 
attended by serious resnlts, took place 
in the Hongkew district about mid- 
night on Thureday. The trouble 
started with an apparently noprovoked 
assault upon a woman in Yala Road, 
by a Japanese sailor. An Indian con- 
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stable attempted to arrest the man, but 
he succeeded in eluding his grasp, and 
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made off down the road. P. C. Nor- 
man gave chase and arrested the 


sailor, and an G. then 
made an attempt to rescue his 
comrade. He was arrested also, and 


the party was on the way to the Hong- 
Kew Police Station when a mob of 
Japanese turned ont and made » 
desperate attack upon the captors wi 
stones and bottles. Numerically over- 
whelmed, the police were unable to 
keep their prisoners, and had to beat a 
retreat to the station. Here arms and 
reinforcements were secured, and though 
the Japanese again showed fight they 
calmed down when a revolver had 
been discharged into the air by Det.- 
ig. | Sergeant Croikshank. The sailors 
retired hastily to the Naval Clab in 
Yuhang Road, which was immediately 
surrounded by the police. Mr. 
Takishima, the Police Inspector of 
the Cousalate, was summoned by tele- 
phone, and after communication had been 

opened with Mr. Kitaki, Japanese Consul- 
General, who wns aroused tw during 
the night, a Japanese naval guard 
was procared to arrest the men on the 
premises. In the morning fone of the 
men were charged at the Japanese 
Police Court, bat the rest of the sailors 
were sent on board their ship, and it 
is to be feared that it will be difficalt 
to identify them as having taken part 
in the affray. Further details of the dis- 
turbance were bronght ont in evidence 
at the Japanese Consular Conrt yester- 
day morning, and a report of the 
proceedings will bw found on another 
Page. 

Last night more Japanese sailors 
paradet Hongkew in gangs, Th 
authorities might consider the advise 
ability of stopping shore-leave on 
the Shanghai station, as these repeated 
disturbances threaten to become 
standing disgrace to the Japanese 
navy.

DERFFLINGER. 


Expansion and progress, both in 
regard to its mail and passenger service, 
and also in reepect of the augmentation 
of ite fleet. are undoubtedly the order 
‘of the day with the Nord-Deutecher- 
Lloyd. One of the latest additions 

to their large fleet of steamers is the 
D rfflinger, which arrived at Woosang 
yesterday morning from Japan, on her 
maiden voyage to and from the Far 
East. At the kind invitation of 
Messrs. Melchers & Co., the local 
agents, some 200 quests made the 
trip to Woosung yesterday afternoon 
by the tender Bremen, and there brard~ 
ed the N.-D. L. 8. Derfilinger and 
spent # delightfal afternoon, inspecting 
the new steamer and enjoying the 
excellent refreshments which were pro- 
vided with true German hospitality. A 
large proportion of the male visitors 
were associated with local shipping 
hongs, but there were also present many 
other guests of both rexes whose interest 
in shipping rent order. 

the Derfilinger was built at Dantzig, 
‘and completed for sea in April last ; 
but prior to ber present voyage, had 
made an excursion in the Baltic and 
North Seas with the members of the 
Reichstag on board, and one trip to 
New York. In many respects the new 
steamer is similar to her prede- 
cegsors—the Goeben and the Kleist 
—both of which are favonriter ou 
the Far Esstern ran. She in 
5,240 tons net register: her total 
length. 146-75 metr maximan 
breadth, 36°1 metres: thus giving » 
enbic scoording ta national 
measarements, of 25,665°4 cubic 
metres, or 9,059-9 gross tonnage. 

For her propulsion, the Derfflinger 
relies apou two seth of quadruple- 
expansion engines, carefully balanced, 
the vibration thas being reduced to a 
minimam. Her indicated horsepower 






































in 6,250, but on her trial trip she at- 
tained a ‘speed of sixteen knots wi 
developing 7,200 horsepower. 

The passenger accommodation, both 
for Grat and second clas, reflect, all the 
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latest ideas in this direction, and 
special features are the height be- 
tween decks and the luxurious 
fittings and furnishings of the saloons 
and parloars. These have been treated, 
in regard to design, with the same 
conspicuous refinement which charac- 
terizes the passenger accommodation 
generally. 

In wandering over the ship, the 
jitors could not fail to admire the 
artistic achievewents represented by 
the smoking-room, which has been 
decorated and fitted after » design by 
Professor Bruno Paul. The prettily- 
grained, light-coloured woodwork of 
the wall-panels affords a good contrast 
to the darker-coloured wood and leather 
upholstery of the settles and arm- 
chairs, and one of the principal decora~ 
tive features is a radiator, designed 
in the 
In the 
centre of the ceiling is a square skylight 
of stained glass, the remainder of 
the ceiling is inlaid with open-work 
platen of dall brass. ‘The floor is 
covered with blue linoleum. 


The whole of the dining-saloon 
accommodation is Inxurions, and the 
convenient aud up-to-date system has 
been adopted of having small tables, to 
seat from two to seven people each, 
according to requirements. The walls 
and ceiling are of white-painted "wool, 
decked ont with gold, and the ceiliog 
is divided into square panels, fitted 
with electric lights and fans.

The publication of the quarterly 
report of the Hnangpn Conservancy 
work is always of great interest to the 
hipping community of Shanghai, to 
which the improvement of the river is 
such a matter of vital necessity. It is 
‘satisfactory to note that the Chief 
Engineer's predictions sre being fal- 
filled in nearly every respect, and that 
the day is rapidly approaching when 
the Junk Channel will be open to 
vessels of ordinary draught. In spite 
of the undoubted progress that is being 
‘made, however, there is a great deal of 
aneasiness among the commanity, for 
it ha been a matter of common know- 
ledge for some weeks past that certain 
allezations have been made against 
the manner in which the dredging 
contract is being carried out. We are 
unable at this juncture to enter into 
these allegations in detail, but th 
pablication of the latest. returns 
to call for some explanation, in view of 
the figures furnished to us by the 
Conservancy officials themselves. Our

middle of June last we published » 
description of the dredgers at work in 
the Junk Channel, and at that time 
wo were informed npon good anthor 
that the combined capacity of th 
Colonia and Rhenania, the two bucket 
dredgera, was about 500 cubic yards 
per hour. Now a glance at the retaros 








for the past quarter shows that 
there were 73} working days but, 
it is pointed ont in the Report, 


that as the dredgers are moored 
with the bow down stream, when 
the ebb tides run strongly the: 
buckets rise empty, and work has 
to be stopped for an hour or s, 
‘and sometimes for more than two 
hours, at a time. If we allow ao 
average stoppage of two hours per day 
an hour for each tide—the dredgers| 
will only have been at work for about 
674 days. Assuming that is the case, 
the average amount dredged daily 
works out as follows: Colonia 8,916 
cub, yds; Rhenania 9,694 cab. yds; 
whereas, on the basis of 250 cub. yds 
each per hoar, the daily output’ of 
each dredger will only amount to 
6,000 cub. yards. This is a dis- 
crepancy that’ seems to call for an 
explanation, for it is alleged, we 
understand, that an outpat of 6,000 
cabic yards a dredger per day would be 
‘a very good average. If the dredgers 
Kept up this average for the whole of 
the 674 days there would still bes 
shortage of about 450,000 cubic yards 
‘on the combined quarterly returns of| 
the Colonia and Rhenanis. Every 
‘allowance will be .aade for the falli- 
bility of figares in generalizations ; but 
‘even if our calculations can be shown 
to be at fault, it can be contended that in 
the interests of the Dredging Com- 
pany, as much as in the interests 
‘of the Chinese Government, farther’ 
details of dredging work shonld be 








Fanny Gutter, called by the defe 
dant, said she got to know Mrs.

Mr. J. Hays appeared for plaintiffs, 
with Mr. W. S. Fleming; defendant 
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J. Grant Mackenzie was called by 
Mr. Hays to give his opinion on the 
reasonableness of the charges made 
in the Dock Company’s estimate. The 
repairs could be done in about twelve 
days. 

Crose-examined.—It was not cns- 
tomary to send in an estimate for a 
higher price than they were prepared 
to accept. 

Captain ‘Duncan was then recalled 
by Mr. Fessenden, and stated that he 
had been in command of the Maori 
King prior to her voyage to Guaymas. 
Witness knew to whom the ship 
belonged. He flew the British fiag 
on the voyage to Guaymas. 

Mr. Fleming objected to this line 
of examination, and was told by his 
Honour not to waste the time of the 
Court with frivolous objections. 

Witness knew, a day or two before 
he sailed from Shanghai, that he was 
to take a mixed cargo of Russians and 
Chinese, He did not inform the 
owners. Mr. Mordacovitch came on 
board » few days before sail bat 
did not make a careful inspection 
Zimmerman was on board several times. 
Witness overheard a conversation 
between Zimmermau and Serebrenik, 
‘and then learnt for the first time that 
Chinese, as well as Russians, were to be 
carried. Six weeks or two months 
before sailing Mr. Rose told witness

usually the case that the agent or owner 


of a vessel knew what her employment 
would be. “He presumed that Zimmer- 
oan informed the owners that the vessel 
was going to be used to carry lumber. At 
the time she was chartered for carrying 
lambor witness was at Portland, Oregon. 
He knew that she was a refrigerator 
ship, bat he could not say whether he 





had or had not seen Captain Duncan's 
letter of warning in regard to employ- 
ing her to carry lumber. He went to 
Portland particularly to see whether he 
could not get a retarn charter for the 
Witness went to Portland, via 
Siberia, and across America, taking the 
Southern route. He did not go to 
Guaymas. He was in San Diego, a long 
time after the ship was there. He 
went to San Diego on basiness. 
Captain Duncan wrote him so many 
letters that he could not remember 
whether he had a copy of the letter 
warning the charterers against loading 
jip- with lumber. He went to 
Portland to sce if he sould not indoce 
Mr. Waterhouse to take up the retarn 
charter he had made, He had nothing 
mbatever to do with the lamber charter; 
Ziramerman took care of the ship by 
telegraph. Witoess was not still in 
this coolie business. 
Are you at present interested in the 
working of those coolies in Mexico, 
under the agreement signed between 
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yourself and the railway Co. ?—Per- 
sonally, no. 

Is Mr. Zimmerman!—You had 
better ask him. I don't know. 

To continued cross-examination wit- 
ness stated that Mr. Mordacovitch did 
not object to the ship being used for 
coolies, Witness had not made any offer 
tobuy the ship, but Mr. Morducovitch 
had asked him to buy her. He told 
him that she was not fit for the trade ; 
that she was not an economical ship. 
He koew that she bad insolation in 
some of her holds. Witness would 
not choose a refrigerating ship for 
Inmber. He hed bad as much ex-_ 

perience as he wanted with the Maori 
King, The Chief Engineer might have 
warned him at Portland that it would 
damage her to carry lumber. 

‘Mr. Hays—Isn’t it a tissue of lies 
that you told a single word to Mr. 
Morducovitch about the carriage of 
coolies from Vladivostok ? 

Mr. Fessenden—I object to that 
question. If I were the witness and he 
asked me that question ia (Court I 
should settle with him outside after- 
wards, He has no right to accuse « 
mao of being a liar. 

Witoess—I have already sworn that 
I did. 

Mr. Fessenden—There is a yreat 
deal of bad blood in this case on both 
sides, and I sabmit that the Court 
fought not to be used for recrimina- 
tions. 

His Honour—The question is « 
little unusual, bat it is not proper 
for you to state what you would do 
outside the Coort in certain circum- 
stances. The Court is of opinion that 
‘it is very bad form, and will not have 
‘any more statements from you, Mr. 
Fessenden, as to what you would do in 
the circumstances. Mr. Hays, however, 
is not warranted in asking the question 
in that way, and it, and all answers 
and remarks of counsel in connexion 
with it, will be stricken out from the 
record. 

Samuel Zimmerman, sworn, stated 
that be was a merchant. Witness 
chartered the Maori King. He had 
‘an interview with Mr. Morducovitch in 
his office, snd told bim that he 
wanted a steamer to carry coolies 
‘and Russians to Guaymas. They went 
up to see on a steam launch, 
and on the way up they talked about 
taking the coolies from Vladivostok. 
Atfirst Mr. Mordacovitch suggested that, 
the ship should be pat under the Russian 
fiag, and later, when he discovered that 
it was necessary to have a Russian 
crew, and that this would cost more, 
he wanted witness to pay the difference. 
Witness refused to pay, and then Mr. 
Morducovitch said that be would not 
change her flag. Witness knew that 
she was under the British flag, and he 
did not care who the owners we He 
received a telegram from Vladivostok 
which led him to believe that coolies 
could be shipped under the British 
fisg. 

Cross-examived by Mr. Hays—Wit- 
ness paid for fitting up the bunks. 
There was a difference in length be- 
‘tween those intended for Russians and 
Chinese. The fact that coolies were to 
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‘be shipped on the vessel war talked 
‘about all over the town. He knew 
nothing of what happened about the 

‘Dollar except what he had heard 
in town, It was after the Bessie 
Dollar incident that the Maori King’ 
was chartered. Witness spoke to Mr. 
Morducoviteh every time they met about. 
the shipment of these coolies. 

This closed the evidence for the 
defence. Mr. Hays intimated that he 
wished to call further evidence, in re- 
buttal of that which had been given on 
behalf of the defendant. 

Max Morducovitch was then sworn, 
and stated that until recently he was 
Messrs. Ginsbarg’s agent in Shanghai. 
Until Jane last the firm did an exten- 
sive trade in Shanghai. Prior to joining 
the firm in 1902 witness had experience 
in shipping basiness in Germany, Eng- 
land and Russia. The Maori Kiog 
was chartered to Zimmerman. She 
flew the British fing. That was in 
March 1907. She was first registered 
sa British ship in. March 1906—a 
year before—and there was no intention 
to got this charter at that time. Wit- 
‘ness wished that Mr. Barton had point- 
ed oat to him the illegality of register- 
ing ithe ship under the British flag. 
‘Dow was manager of Ginsbarg & Co. 
in Shanghai before witness came, and he 
registered the ship in his own name. He 
left Shanghai two months afterwards, 
and witness went to Mr. Barton to ask 
what he onght to do to protect the 
firm in the event of anything happeniog 
to Dow. He bad to tell Mr. Barton 
that the ship belonged to Ginsburg & 
Co. ‘Mr. Barton said that it was 
not his basiness, but that witness had 
better consalt ‘his lawyers about it.

His Honour asked why connsel said 
that it was contrary to the public policy 
of the United States for Zimmerman 
to ship these coolies. 

Fessenden submitted that 
although it did not come strictly wit 
the limits of a United States Statute, 
it was clear from the spirit of the 
Statute that it was contrary to public 
policy. ‘The spirit of the Statute was 
against trafficking in coolies anywhere. 

He cotild not conceive the (ourt allov- 
ing it to go om record that it upheld 
the coolie traffic. He did not think 
the Appellate Court would do so. 

His Honour ssid that Counsel mast 
not pursue that line of argument. 

Mr. Fessenden, continuing his argu- 
ment, submitted tl

His Hononr—Woat has that to do 
with it, It is jast as bad taste as your 
remark about what you would do 
oatside the Coart. 

Mr. Fessenden concladed by saying 
that there was overmbelming evidence 
to show that the plaintiff's knew what 
the ship would be used for. 

Mr. Fleming, in opening his remarks 
was about to deal with the question of} 
Mr. Zimmerman's alleged losses of 
$100,000, when his Honour ssid that 
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there was no need to do so: it had 
nothing to-do with the case. 

Mr. Fleming then commented -upon 
defendant's effort to evade the contract. 

His Hononr referred Counsel to 
Article 5 of the United States Treaty 
with China of 1868. 

Mr. Fleming was quite prepared to 
admit that the contract would be null 
and void if Ginsburg and Co. had been 
in conspiracy to kidnap the coolies. 
but otherwise Zimmerman could not 
take advantage of bis own deception 
and frand. 

Mr. Hays addressed the Court at 
some length, commenting in strong 
terms upon the means by which 
defendant songht to evade bis obliga 
tions and arguing that it was clearly 
against pablie policy that people should 











seek to upset contracts. upon such 
grounds as these. 
His Hononr then asked counsel to 


file written briefs on the qnestion of 
public policy, saying that he would give 
them a reasonable time in which to do 
ww.

Indio P. C. 249 stated that when 
he took one af the accused to the police 
station there was a distarbance near the 
Woosnng Road. It was about 12.15 
p.m, when witness brought the accused 
to the station, and then went back to 
the scene of the trouble. In the 
struggle that ensued when accused's 
friends came to his assistance, witness 
lost his police lamp. 

P. (©. Walls stated that he was on 
duty walking round Woosung Road 
at about 11.30 p.m. and as he was com- 
ing up Woosung Road he heard » police 
whistle being blown, He then ran to the 
cod of Yalu Road, and there arrested 
ove of the accused, and took him as far 
as Woosung Road. As witness was 
proceeding to Woosung Road several 
bottles were thrown at him, and he was 
struck by some of them. 

Witness was asked by the Court 
whether he recognized the accused by 
face, and he said that as all Japanese 
faces were alike it was rather difficult to

Japanese Sailors,—Letter from the Ja- 
panese Consul-General is read requiring 
‘the Council's explanation of the action 
of the Police in the case in his consalar 
court against certain sailors on August 
7. From the report of the case it 
ypears that, although the Police 
evidence was full and complete, the 
account which has reached Mr. Eitaki 
is at variance with the facts, This letter 
with reply as directed is ordered for 
publication : 

Shanghai, August 14, 1908. 
Sn,—I have the honour to call your’ 
attention to the following points ii 
the disputes between the sailors from 
H.L.J.M.S. Niitaka and a riesha coolie, 
which occured early Friday morning, 
the 7th instant. 

(a) In the said dispute the P. Cs. 
‘European P. Cs. 100, 166, 173 and 

fative P. Cs. 417, etc.) handled the 
sailors in the most disgracefal manner 
(on their way to the Police Station), 
beating with batons, seizing hold of 
arms and legs, wounding them badly, 
although the sailors were powerless to 
defend themselves. Such actions by 
the P. ('s, in the execntion of their 
duties being absolutely needless, are 
quite illegal, 

(6) After the first arrest of sailors from 
Okumura’s house, Boone Road or 
about, peace being’ restored, the owner 
of the house shut up the premises. 
Some fifteen or twenty minutes later] 
the Cs. (P. Cs. 100, 173, 161 
Native P. Cs.) came again, this time 
accompanied by a dog, breaking in the 
door, and forcing their way into the 
house. The dog ran about the house 
killing a rabbit, the property of 
the honse owner, and ran away, while 
the P, Cs, arrested there » few more 
sailors, 

For the third time the P. Os. (P. Cs. 
100, etc.) came back, and without 
asking permisson of the house owner, 
searched every corner for the lost dog. 


































Having enongh proof of the undesir- 
able conducts .of the P. Cs. as stated 
above, violating the right of the residents 
of the Settlement, I cannot pass the 
case without yonr explanation of the fact.

is regarded by the Council as at least 
unusoal. 

There appear to the Council to be 
two important features to which I am 
directed to draw your most particular 
attention :— 

1°—The assistance and service which 

the Municipal Police Force renders 
to the Japanese, as to other con- 
solar courts, claims and habitaally 
receives recognition at the hands 
of the presiding magistrate in the 








form of conrtesy, impartiality, and 
reproof only when the facts are 
indisputable evidence af mistaken 
action. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that recent proceedings 
in your court have not borne ont 
this tradition. 
‘The shore leave of men-of- 
this Settlement at all 
times requires restrictive handling, 
‘od the presence of uncontrolled 
Japanese sailors, not infrequently
